He 
does not foresee a turn to communism in Ger- 
many but evinces an interest in Goring as a 
possible leader. Valuable firsthand observa- 
tions; political interpretations and forecasts 
may be debatable.

Country by country the author 
takes up the political and ethnic dissensions 
and the complex rivalries, both internal and 
between nations, which must be considered 
when the war is over. He is never partisan, 
and his dispassionate book is a healthy anti- 
dote to many theoretical peace plans.

Secretarial work was added to her duties, for 
the king needed help in his foreign correspon- 
dence, and slaves summoned her at any hour 
for the definition of a word. This cruel, er- 
ratic potentate, anxious to learn western man- 
ners, endured the Englishwoman’s indepen- 
dence, but she could do little for the enslaved 
women of his harem. Her teaching bore fruit, 
however, in the reforms later inaugurated by 
his son.
